The licensee stated that she knew the female was due To farrow sooh, 
hut she did nol get her moved imo the warm barn prior to rairowing. The licenaoe dialed ihal it waa a colder and 
windy day and Ihey dd not Intend to fanow outside In the cold weather. 

Failure te proloct young animals Imm lomperature axlramas can ba dotrimenlal to the health and welLbeing ol Ihe 
animals. 

When dimalic oondiliona present a threat to an animal's health nr well-being, appropriate maasures must ba lahan to 
alleviate the limpad of these conditions, An animal may never be subjeded to any combination ol temperature and 
lime ihat is detrimental to the animal, taking into rjongideraliqn gugh lactora as age.

There are several enclosures that are made of ehain-lini; fence. The dhain-linK fence within the enclosures housing 
appraximaiely twanty Santa Cruz Sheap, arta Falirsw dear, apprOKimately iweniy shaap (Wasi -afirtlosura), and the 
fence between Ihe enclosures housing two llgers and two cougars all have pieces where the lence is curted up at the 
bottom- The curled up edge has sharp poinis that esterid into the enclosures. 

The windbreak on the baci; of the Santa Cruz sheep shelter is made of a large piece ol wood and a post. The post 
has lallen down gr>d |ha wood and the post are laying qn Ihe ground r>ejf| to the shelter. 

These fences and the shelter are not in good repair and pose an injury hazard to the animals , 

The lances and lha shellar need bo be repaired or replaced so lhay do not posa a physical hazard to the animals. The 
fences aryj shelter sfnall be mBintained on a regular basis.

The Ulcenseo must oneuro that polahlc water Is offered to the animals as often as necessary to provide for Iheir neallhi 
and comfort.
